The Western alliance fell apart 
first when Britain and France 
knocked down a’ U. S. resolution 
calling on Israel to cease fire, 
withdraw to its boundaries, and 
asking all U. N. members to re- 
frain from using force in the 
troubled area. 


REJECT REVISED PLAN 


Then Britain and France vetoed 
a Soviet proposal based on the 
original U. S$. plan. It merely 
called for Israel and Egypt to 
cease fire and for Israel to with- 
draw to its boundaries. 

The Soviet Union and five other 
countries joined the United States 


In the voting on the Soviet pro- 
posal, the United States and Bel- 
gium abstained. U.S. Chief Dele- 
gate Henry Cabot Lodge Jr., who 
fought hard to put the U.S. resolu- 
tion across, explained he ab- 
stained because the Soviet revision 
left out what he called the en- 
forcement provisions. He said the 
Soviet revision lacked the “‘integ- 
rity’ his resolution had possessed. 
He was referring to the section 
which would have called on U.N. 
members not to intervene by force 
in the area, Britain and France

Telfair County’s Party Hassle 


Points Up Early Primary Evil 


An early primary may prove costly for Democratic nominees in 
Telfair County on Nov. 6 when they will face a complete slate of late 
Democratic Primary candidates. According to news accounts, the Tel- 
fair Democratic Primary was called and held in May of 1955, or 20 
months before the successful candidates would take office on Jan. 


1, 1957. 

Joining hands with a reportedly 
large number of citizens who are 
not happy with the handling of af- 
fairs in Telfair County, the de- 
feated clerk of court and the ordi- 
nary, whose terms of office do not 
expire until Dec. 31, 1956, a slate 
of Late Democratic Primary can- 
didates has been entered in the 
general election on Nov. 6. 

To complicate matters for the in- 
cumbents, the present ordinary 
did not seek re-election in the early 
primary. But his son did ‘and was 
defeated. i 

The incumbent ordinary, who is 
not in sympathy with the Demo- 
cratic nominees, will have charge 
of the general election on Nov. -6. 
He has been quoted as saying the 
new slate of candidates will defi- 
nitely be on the ballot. The new 
slate includes his son as a candi- 
date for ordinary. 

From here it is impossible to 
guess the outcome, although re- 
ports from the Late Party nomi- 
nees are optimistic. They at least 
have the incumbents worried. 

The resignation of the sheriff's 
two sons from state offices for sell- 


ing to the state does not help the 
situation of the incumbents. 

Whatever the outcome of the Tel- 
fair situation, the uprising should 
have a Salutatory effect on early 
primary adherents there and else- 
where in the state. 

It is not conducive to good gov- 
ernment to have candidates nomi- 
nated nearly two years before they 
will take office.

Our escort 
was: Willie Carter, oil dealer; Gus 
Skelton and Wilson Page, insur- 
ancemen; and Tennis C. Mason, 
who turned from politics and law 
to become the Hart County Elec- 
tric Membership manager. 

Each of them was “busting” 
with civic pride, eager to show off 
the new schools, the new bottling 
plant, the new industries, the new 
EMC building. 


Most of all, they wanted us to 
see the dam site. 


Charlie Jackson, the Clemson 
graduate who engineered the Alla- 
toona and Buford dams, was off 
for the day—seeing the State Fair 
game in Columbia. Sam Gladstone, 
a Georgetown, S.C., native with 
a brogue bespeaking the coast, 
showed us around. 

Sam’s particular charge is the 
re-routed U.S. Highway 29 which 
will cross the Savannah below the 
dam, on the Louis Morris Bridge. 

It will be a year before con- 
crete is poured on the dam proper 
across the Savannah. When the 
barrier is complete and the gates 
are closed, it will back Lightwood 
Creek to the fringes of Hartwell. 

It will impound the waters of 
the Seneca River so that the 
stream would lap at the yard 
markers on the Clemson playing 
field were a dike not erected to 
stave them off. . 

Hartwell Dam will widen the 
Tugaloo all the way back to Toc- 
coa. For those who do not know 
their watersheds, the Tugaloo and 
the Seneca merge northeast of 
Hartwell to form the Savannah. 


It will affect Gum Log Creek in 
Franklin County, Ga., and Easta- 
nollee Creek in Stephens on the 
Georgia side. 

The waters of Hartwell Reser- 
voir will back up Twelve Mile 
Creek .above Central, S.C., and up 
Twenty-Six Mile Creek north of 
Anderson. 


The lake will be 56,400 acres of 
water at power pool level, It will 
de possible actually to navigate 
from Hartwell to Clemson.

_ In Halloween Eve Assault

PEORIA, Ill., Oct. 30—Sen. Estes Kefauver today accused the 
administration of trying to suppress ‘‘alarming’’ reports that hydro- 
gen-bomb tests were contaminating the atmosphere more danger- 


ously than previously believed. 

He also accused it of hiding 
“the truth’’ of price spreads be- 
tween farm and dinner table. He 
said this was an effort to con- 
ceal the profits of food proces- 
sors and ‘‘middlemen.”’ 


The Democratic vice-presiden- 
tial candidate made the charges 
in major morning and evening 
speeches as part of a 170-mile 
swing through the rich farming 
area of central Illinois. He vis- 
ited Champaign, Decatur, Bloom- 
ington and Peoria. 


Kefauver became a lecturer 
this morning before a capacity 
crowd of 1,900 students in the 
University of Illinois auditorium 
at Champaign. Thousands more 
stood outside the hall. 

With the aid of graphs and Dr. 
David L. Hill, former chairman 
of the Federation for American 
Scientists who now is his cam- 
paign consultant on atomic and 
nuclear matters, Kefauver gave 
the students a  pre-Halloween 
scare. 


OUTLINES EFFECTS 

He described the malformation 
of children’ as well as stillbirths 
he said would result from radio- 
active strontium-90 freed by nu- 
clear tests. He said, ‘“‘We may 


, already have gone too far with 


our reckless testing of nuclear 
weapons.”’

‘‘They have tried to suppress 
and hold back the disturbing re- 
ports that have come in from 
various medical laboratories,’’ he 
said.
